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PREFACE. 

Iwthc' year a big hoard of i.lit; copper eoinB of Gujaral, auUaiia was found 
from a liill near MiLtote, a villago to the north ^coat of Andhcri ftt^aticn. of tlio 
B.B. & C.I. Rail way j TJiaua Dfutrict. About a hundrod coins, mostly of unknown 
types, were Bclectcd for thig nmaoumj about 345 coins were distriUitcd to other 
inufleums, and tlie rest returned tn the Victoria and Aihort Museum, Bombay. 

Seven years after this^ tbc picked collection of the late Dr. G. P. Taylor, con^ 
Hibtihg of 17b silver and 4.10 copper coins, ’ivas pui'chasad Irom Mr. S. M. Contractor 
of Bombay. Again in 1032 Professor S. H. Hodivala, M.A., offered bifl w'hole eoUeC' 
tion oE coins to the miifiouni, including 137 silver and E74 oopper coins of the Gujarat 
sultans. The Trusteoa availed thcmflelvca of this opportunity of enriching their collec¬ 
tion of these coins, and it is but natural that Mr. A. Master, I.C.S., C.LE., the Ptesid- 
..^cnt of the Numismatic Society of India, advised them, in hia presidential address 
for the year 1&32, to undertake the publication of a catalogue of tliceo coina. The 
esamiimtion and registration of the coina in these colleotion& gave Mr, Siughal, my 
Gallery Assistant, an opportunity to specialise and qualify himself as the proper man 
to compile this catalogue* From tho,Jotal number of about 500 aiiver and 2,000 
copper coiirs about 1,000 t^rpical coins are incorporated in this catalogue and about 
IdO selected ones are illustrated in tfte plates* It is rather unfortunate that, 
though about 20 gold coins of this dynasty are known, thia museum has secured only 
one specimen so far. 

With a view, however, to make the catalogue as exhaustive and repregentative 
as possiblej members of the Numismatic Society of India and various collectors 
ai:id muscuma—both in and out of India—were requested to favour u& with a list 
of such of their Gujarat sultan coins ae have not been catalogued so far. With 
the help of several replies, lista, sjid photographs received in response to our appeal 
it was possible to include in this catalogue the degcription of Such additional coins 
as are not in our cabinet. These coins are described in ebronological order, and 
bear the additional letters a, c, etc. along with the seriail numbers. We take 
tliis opportunity of expressing our heart-felt thanks to all those who have extended 
their healthy co-operatiori to us in this w'ork. 

The first serious attempt at deseribing these coins was made by Er. G. P. Taylor 
in 1902 in hig scholarly paper printed in the Journal of fAc Boiabat/ Branch of the 
Roi/al Asiatio Socisi^. In 1907 Mr. H. N. Wright deaeribed coins of this dynasty 
in his volume II of TJte Indiwi jif'jiijfiufli During the course <?f these thirty 

years several new types have come to light. In 1926 Professor S. H. Hodivala 
published his paper on some unpublished coins in the Bonibay Asiatic Society^s Jour¬ 
nal, New Series, volunae II, In compiling this catalogue^ these publications, as 
well as other stray lists and notes written on several coins by Mesarg. Edward 
Thomas, Lano-Poole^ E. Oliver, A. Master^ C. R. Singhal, A. Bothamand H. N- 
Dikslut were consulted, and weT thank them heartily for the help we received 
from their publications.

Thk rolsition of Ahmad III and Musaffar HI, aa givoii in the follcnving table* 
ia rather doubtful. 

The coins of Ahmcid III show that lie wfi^ the rou of llahmud lit, white tlio 
aujfchoi‘3 of Jfimi'i'iSttnfufcKri and Ahmadi say that, Mahmud HI* having left no 
mEiIe issue, Ahmed III, boo of Latif Khan, who was only a small boy, was brought 
from Ahmedabad aaid seated, on the throne. 

As regards the pamntagc of Muzaffar III, Fcriahta and Abul Fazai and the 
author of MinU-i-Ahmiidi relate that, as Etimad liiian, who was all powerful at the 
time, did not consider any near relative of the sultan as ht for governing, he produced 
a young boy named Nathu whom he declared on oath to be the legitimate son of 
the late sultan, bom and bred in secrecy. Other nobles had to accept his story, 
and the boy was dedared hing with the name of Muaaffar Shah.

INTRODUCTION. 

GENERAL. 

A crjticaxj study of tlic history of ladia ahowa that there has always beeu a 
suecessiou of rise and fall of the central power* with consequent changes, in the 
in verso order* in the poaitiona of the provincial ruienss. Whenever the emperor at 
JJcJlu was a powerful monateli, ho redaced all the rulers in difiterent parte of India 
to mere feudal kings, or independently appointed governors of his own choiee 
and hatl a guiding hand in the administration of the varioua provinces in accordance 
with his own policy. But, as soon as the ruler happened to he a weakling and the 
power at the centre waned, or when the trusted nobles and courtiers conspired 
against the omperoi-, the provinoisJ governors naturally took advantage of the 
slackness of supervision and sejaed the reins of administration in their own hands. 

After the all-powerful mle of Ada-ud-din Khilji and the predominating power 
of Muhammad Tughlaq, succeeded by the able administration of Broat* there was a 
reaction once more. The later Tughlaqs, the Sayyids, and the Lodis had none of the 
talents ajid governing abiHties of their predcceasoi^ who carved out the Muhammadejti 
empire in India, ^^aturally it gave an opportunity to the provinciaL governors, 
to declare tlioir independence and get out of the control of the so-called Delhi 
emperors, who were by now mere puppets in the hands of intriguing nobles and 
selfish and ambitions courtiers. Tmmur's attack in 1398 ™ a death-blow to the 
imperial power of the rulora at-Delhi. 

All these factors led to complete anarchy at the centre and the establish¬ 
ment and consolidation of independent kingdoms in varioufi parte of India, such 
as Kashmir, Bengal* Malwa* Jaunpur, Khandssh, Gujarat, Gulbarga, etc. All 
those sultana issued their own coins for about two to three centuries until their 
kingdoms were once more absorbed in the Mughal empire under Akbar and his aucees- 
SOTS. Thus, from the numismatic pomt ol view* the history of variouB provinces 
and the study of their coinage form a very vast subject for reaeareh. A good deal 
of spado work Is already done by pioneer numismatists in almost ail the branches 
of this poriotl. But, oe wc go deeper and investigate, we find that there is still so 
much to be done in each of them. We have therefore token upon onrseLvos to 
bring to light a large number of new types of coins of the sultans of Oujiirat unnoticed 
and unpublished liithorto. Fortunately the cabinet of this muBeum hsa a very rich 
coUfiction to afford us with greater facility to issue a publication oxelusiYdy of 
coins of this dynasty of Gujarat, 

Should the scholaxs of every province or the authorities of tlie various provincial 
muBtums be able to concentrate upon the coUection of coins of local interest and 
issue exoluBive publications of this nature* a flood of light will be thrown on the 
vast field of nnmiamatiet that still stands unexplored before us. 
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HISTORICAL OUTLINE. 

It is ntither necessary nor jiiipTopriatc for the puipoat-ii of uitroducing tlio 
subject-rDfltter of this catalogue to our raulera to narrato a detailed history of the 
sultans of Gujarat in these pages. What we arc conoorned with is only nn outline 
of the h istory of thoae rulers w I th flp ccial ncfereuce to coins. It in tl icrefore prop oscU 
to deal with only Huch of the iiicidcntfl, ciicourastaiiccH, and historical events during 
the regimes of those sultFina as are cwentlal for following the growth, dtsvelopinunt, 
aiid decay of the coinage of tho dynasty. Those wlio arc interested in dctjuls may 
refer to liiatorical works sucli as [1] Ta^ikh-i^FerieUc^, by Muhammad Qnflim. sur. 
named FarkUa ; {2) Miroid-Stkandari, by Sikondar biii Withammad; (S) Jl/irtW- 
i-Ahmadi, by Alt Muhammad Klmn; and (4) the Sombai/ aaseWesr, vol. 1, part I, 
by Colonel J. W. Watson. 

In the year A.D. 1301, during the reign of Kiuiit^ahdin Muhammad Shah IV 
Tughlaq, on the throne of Delhi as emperor of India, Zufar Kbuus one of his nobles 
and a distant relative, was appointed viceroy of Ciijaiat nud sent to chastise 
Farhut al-Mulk Rasti Khan, who had rebelled with the idea of becoming independ¬ 
ent of the paramount power at DoUii. At Kambhu, in the disti'Ict of Anbilwad 
Pattan, Easti Khan was defeated and slain and Zafar Khan founded on the site 
of the battle the to’^vn of Jitput. 

At Delhi Muhammad IV died in 1302; and, as bis son Sikandar, also, met the 
same fate after hardly ruling for a month and a half, his second son, Kaair-ud-din 
Mahmud II, was prodainaed emperor. Some of the noblea wanted Sikandar^s eon to 
aueceod his father, Jh. the midst of this unBottled atate of afiairs Taimur invaded 
India in the year A D. 1308, and towns through which he passed, and Delhi, thr 
capital, vn'ero Hubjected to horrible maasacTC and plunder. Mahmud II fled for safety* 
and, after aomc wandering, ultimately approached Zafar Khan at tlic gates of Pattan, 
But. as Zafar Khan did not help him to march to Delhi, he got disgusted and went 
to Malw'a. There he heard about Nnarat being turned out by his vazir, Iqbal Khsji, 
and he therefore returned to Delhi in A.D. 1^02. It was a difficult task for him 
to keep in control tho various proviuoial governors who, taking advantage of liia 
incapacity, started carving out independent kingdoms for themselves. 

Tatar Khan was detained at Delhi when Zafar Khan was sent to Gujarat, but 
in the confusion that followed the death of Sultan Muhammad IV he escaped from 
Delhi and conspired for the imperial throne. Having failed in his attempts, he 
fled to Gujarat with the idea of getting support from his father, who was too shrewd 
to be involved in that fruitlesa attempt. 

Tatar Khan, however, became restive and, having imprisoned his father, 
ascended the throne with the title Nasir^ud-duniya wa-nd-diu Muhammad Shah. 

Zafar secretly sought the help of his brother, Shams Khan, who poisoned the 
hot-headed Tatar while he was on his way to conquer Delhi. Zafar Khan got back 
hifl hberty and the governorahip. Full of lemotse* he was loath to continue, and 
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declaied Alimnd Khan^ his granclsoiij hia Biiccessar. He, however* could not wait 
till the natuxul death of his grandfather, and, under the pretext of punishing him 
for the murdor of his father, forced him to drink a cup of poiaon. 

After the death of hie grandfatlicr Ahmad ascended the throne with the title 
of Nasir.ud-duniya wa tid-diu Abut-fath Ahmad Shah, Ho beeame tbc virtual 
founder of the dyimaty, and during the course of 33 years' role (A H.) &13'846 
extended his power far and wide by loading expeditions agciinst Jnnagadh* 
Champaner, Idar, and Malwa. 

Ahmad, in the year A.H, SI3, began to build on the banlsB of the Sabiuunati near 
the village named AsawaJ.tho preecnt oity of Ahmedabad, and styled it Shahr-i- 
Mu^a^am—the great city. He added to the beauty of the city by erecting aeveral. 
public buildings which are even to-day ceneidered as among the best specimens of 
Gujarat architecture. With the idea of keeping in oheek the Chief of Idar* who, 
when attacked, retiring into the hills near by* Ahmad built ti^e fort which ho 
styled Ahmadnagar about eighteen miles south-west of Idar and on the banks 
of the Hathimati river. The date of building this city can be ascertained to be 
A.Hh 829 Oil the strength of a coin of that date from this mint, 

MiiJiamrueid II {A.H. 84S-855). Muhammad Shah II sucoeeded his father, who 
died in 846. Ho was ’iveak and merciful to a fault, and the period of big rule, 
extending over nine years is, more or less, uneventfuL Wheu Mahmud Khalji of 
Malwa invaded Gujarat with a large army, he, instead of fighting* took to flight 
like a cowa^d^ Naturally, the officers got disgusted with him. and had him poisoned 
through one of his own relatives. 

Ahmad SJtah ll {AM, SSS-SSS]. —Jalal hia sou and siiccesaor, ascended 

the throne with tbs title of Qutb-ud-duniya wa-ud-din {“* The Folestar of the World 
and of the Faith”) Ahmad Shah. He met Mahmud Khalji at Kapadvanja and 
gave him a cruahing defeat. Hje also made several unsuccessful attempts at 
capturing Chitor; and ultimately, when he led ari expedition acegmpanied by 
the Sultan of Malwa* the Hana promised to pay the tribute. It is doubtful whether 
he died from a sword wound or from the effect of poison administered by liis 
queen. 

Datid ShaJi. —Qutb-ud-diu. was succeeded by his uucle, Daud Shaln On 
ageending the throne, however* he, by giving a high nffiee to a low-born man and 
by other foolish acts, lost the confidence of his nobles, who dethroned him and 
placed Mahmud Shah, soji of Ahmad Shah* on the throne of Gujarat. 

Mahrmid I [Begda) {AM^ Mahmud Shah Begda was the greatest of 

aU Gujarat snltanfl* and during his reign the prosperity of the kingdom reached 
its highest aenith. His coinage was equally rich in variety and workmanslup, and 
his coins, known, as Mahmudie* can be presented as the best spegimeng of caU- 
graphy. His military operations and his gkilL in civil administration ore simply 
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superb. Like AJimad I, he fmindctl two towns, njirady, MuBlfifabad anti Muhain^ 
madahad, and edabliRlied minfe at botli placea. He twice attacked Euja ManrlUk 
of Girnar, once in A.H. «7l mid again in 874. In the second atb^pt, wJieu the 
fort of Girnar wevs beaieged, a good doEd of reeistauco waa offered by Maiulhk, 
but ultimately, for want of provieionB, bO had to suiTcnder the fort and einhi-ace 
latam. Mahmud built a city on the sito and called it MuatafabacL 

Eavol Jaygingh of Champanet attacked and killed ouo of Mnhniud'fi geneinlii. 
and Malimud wont in persou to pnniiiK the raja lor hia imiiudencc. ACUt a ]irO' 
tracted siege fer a year or bo the raja performed job or and ftalheil forth for a frt^^ 
fight. Hd waa captured; bnt, nnliko Raja Mandlik, lie rcfu3ed to embrace Iftlam, 
and paid the penalty hy Buffering death. This Champaner waa giycn anew name, 
Muhammadahad, and both names occur side by side &s the full title of the miixt 
town on the coins issued, from this place, 

Musa^ar U {A B^ 927 - 9 ^:^).—Mahmud’s son, Khalil Khan, succeeded him and 
adopted the title of MiraaflEar IL He was pions, learned, and merciful, and weus 
styled Muiaffar the Clement. He lacked the sternness required for a ruler of those 
times, and the result was that he was involved in repeated disturbances in Malwn 
and had to fight for the greater period of hia reign with the Ean&s of Chitor and 
Idar. lu his old age he grew more and more religious and often offered his life for 
the welfare of hie people. 

Siki^iidar {A.B. 95JSJ.—Muiafrar'e eldest son, Sikandar, sruccccded his father, but 
he incurred the dispIcaauTC of old mmisterfi by bestowing favour^ on liis inexperi- 
encod young irienda. In his attempt to difipoac of Imad-uhmulk, one of the trusted 
foUowcn* of hie father, he u^ns foi-cstallfid hy the other party and, prematurely 
murdered. 

Mahm^^d Shah II (A.H. Imad^ul-mulk proclaimed Sikandor’e 

brother, Kafiir Khan, a child of six years, as sultan, with the title Mahmud Shah 11. 
The other nobles could not tolerate this high-handedness of Imad-uhmnlk, 
and they invited Bahadur Khan, the second son of Muoaffar IX, who was on his 
way to JauupuT, to claim and fight for the throne. He readily agreed, proceeded to 
the capital, got rid of Imad-ul-inult, as also Mahmud XI, and ascended the thi-one 
in the year A.H. 932. 

Bahadur Shah {A.H. 933 943 ).whole period of Bahadur’s reign waa one 
of continuoua warfare. True to his name, he, like a bravo (Bahadur) soldier, led 
eEpeditions against the tings of Khandesb, Ber&r, Malwa, and Chitor, and, even 
before he had settled terms with the Sana of Chitor, the Mughal Emperor Humayun, 
whom he had offended by not surrendering Muhammad Zaman Mirza, the 
grandson of a daughter of the Emperor Babar, marched against him and inflicted 
Bcveral crushing defeata on him. He fled to Mandu, Champaner, and Cambay 
one after the other, being hotly pursned hy the conqueror. Ultimately he had

to seek shelter from the Portugese T?if. At this jujictiiTio Emnayim had to 
return hurriedly as Sher Shah, the Ooveiuor of Bengal, had revolted, Bahadur 
again gathered his farces and completely routed the army k£t by Hmnayan ajid 
regained hia lost poaeesBionb. But Bahadur v^as destined for disturbances and be 
had to march against the Portugueso ivho, instead of building a factory, as 
permitted by Bahadur in consideration of tlie shelter given to him, constructed a 
fort at Biv, Bahadur was invited by the Portuguese governor for a corapromise^ 
and was treachorously murdered while returning. 

MuJtamjnad HI .—Muhammad E&rukhi of Khandesh, son of Bahadur’a sister, 
Ti'as invited to tho threue ^ but, knowing the fate of bis maternal unde, bo p assed his 
time in prayer and fasting, and succeeded in courting death after a month or 30 , 

J^cihTiiiui HI Mahm ud IH> Bahadur’s nephew, son of bia 

brother, Latif Khan, was thereafter placed on the throne by the nnbles at the 
tender age of eleven. Naturally, he was a king only in name, while Barya Khan, 
one of his mmisteiB, w^as all-powerfuL In course of time hlahmud became restless, 
and, being unable to submit to the restraint, desired to throw ofi lug yoke. Darya 
Khan thereupon placed another boy on the throne with the title of Musaffw III, 
and caused coins to be struck in big name, Mahmud, however, was successful in 
maintaining bis bold as he was popular with his subjects. He, however, could not 
agree with Darya Khan’s life of pleasure and sensuality and £ed to Dhandhuka 
On being invited by Alam Khan Jjodi with the promise of making biivi independent 
of Darya Khan. Darya Khan’s followers also deserted him and he was captured 
and confined in the fort of Surat. 

Eurban, a boy of mean origin, attracted the attention of l^fabmud, who appoint¬ 
ed him against the wishes of hie nobles as a Shoe-Bearer. Hie gathered strength, 
and in course of time aspired to the throne. With this end in view he one nigbt 
offered Mahmud a cup of poisoned sharbat and stabbed him with a dagger. Tho neit 
day he got all the nobles slaughtered at the hands of a few of the army of 
BaghmarS] or tigcx-alayers. He sat on the throne^ and, dressed in royal garments, 
started in procession through the city. Shirwan Khan, one of the surviving nobles, 
knew of this; and having met him on the way, with one blow cut him into two. 

Ahmad III {A.H^ 9^1^968 ).—Etimad Khan, one of the Amina wUo waa in 
charge of tho harem, and who had secured, the confidence of the late sultan, was 
coi^ulted 0 S to the poaeibUity of a prince being bom In the near future. He replied 
in the negative, but advised the nobles about a dietant relative living at Ahmedabad. 
The boy was immediately sent for and placed on the throne, with the title of 
Ahmad Shah III. Other nobles, headed by Ikhtiyar-ul-mulk, tried to put forward 
Shahu as claimaDt to tho throne, but they were defeated near blahmudabad and 
forced to disperse. Internal dlBsensions hastened the downfall of the Sultanat. 
Mubarak Shah of KJbandesh, who invaded Gujarat, was bribed with the surrender 
of Sultanpur and Nandarbai'. Some other nobles called in the Fertugueae for help in 
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retaining Surat and agreed to part witii Daman and Sanjan, Ahmad got disgusted 
with Etimad Khan and yearued for independenoa, but the btter was too quiet; atid 
the aultan's dead body wan found one morning on the sands of the Sabarimti* 

M^ttxnffar HI (AJI. —Etimad Khan, the Kingmaker, waa agaiji 

approuehed by the nobles, and ho produced a child named Nathu or Habib and 
representod on oath tlmt ho was tho chdd of Sultim Mahmud, The boy of twlvo 
was thus accepted as king» vflth. the title of Mnr.affnr III. Signs o£ the doi\-nfftll 
of the SuJtanat wero too ovident, and Muzaffar'a reign of about twelve years was 
the period in wJjich several powerful noblaa and neighbours weH^ fighting among 
themselves to carve out appropriate and convenient portioi^e of territory for 
themselves, Etimad Klian uitimately invited the Mughal Emperor Akljar to 
Invade and aiino>: Gujarat to his dominions. Sultan Muaaffar was aecurod and 
made a prisoner. Coins were ordered to be struck and the Khutba to be read in 
the name of Akbav Padshah. During succeeding years Akbar had to return now 
and again to crush new aspirants to the Gujarat throne winch was far off from 
the Mughal capital at Agra^ 

Muzafloi was taken by Akbar with him to Agra and was given Sarangpur and 
Ujjain in jagir. Hie movemente, however, created suspicion, and he ’ivaa imprisoned 
by his father-iu‘law'j Munirn Khoji Khanan. In 991 he managed to escape and come 
to Gujarati Ho was tempted by some disafl&ctcd nobles to try o^nce more for the 
throne. The idea appealed to him,, and, gathering an anny^ he marched to Abmcda- 
bad, and, with tha help of local nobles, hesucceec[ed> and again sat on tho throne after 
eleven years and issued coins in hia name from the Ahmadabad mint. When the 
emperor knew of this, he sent Eahim Kban as the new viceroy with instructions 
to drive out Muiaffor and take poaaession, of Gujarat. MuaaSex oflered strong 
resistance, but was defeated and forced to hy to Mahmudabad and thence to Cambay. 
He wHfl treacherously surrendered to the Mughal viceroy by King Bharjnal I of Cutah. 
Muzaffar was too shrewd to remain a captive in the hands of the Mughal vioeroy, 
And at the earliest opportunity he killed himself by cutting bis throat with a raaor, 
Uneasy lies the hood that wears a crown t 


COINAGE AND COIN TYPES. 

A study of humiijx psychology reveals tiiat one is loath to v^ulcome sudden 
;^toratio]|s hi the mattei' of favourite articles of daily u£e. He is all tlio moro careful 
in recognizinjf a onrncnuy ’\vhicii he is not luiod to or familiar witli. That is perliape 
the rcuison why even tlie liravost and nioKt furious conquoroi^s oi' the most powerful 
monavchs eould not afiect an abrupt cliunge in tlie curnenoy of tlie land which they 
.xjuld, by virtue of tlieJr swoid or otherwise, ivcqnhxi in the twiiilding of an eye. 
rho political Conquest has tlici'cfore been no iiidicutiou of an innovation or triumph 
j n tho numismatic field. 

The history of numismatics has, on tins account, been a natuiuJ ciiterion of the 
dcgi-ce of recognition or popukdty of a ruler not only with tlio fiiianceis and bankers, 
hnt with the ordinary masses. The rulei-s wei'c thorefom bound to design their 
issues ou the Ibies of the current coinage and effect the noccasary changes in type, 
shape, and size bit by bit so that the evolution of coinage is as if it were a gradual and 
natural sequence of the passage of time and familiarity of the ruling race. 

Fi’om this point of view, if we examine the coinage from the earliest times, we 
would be able to Und an almost unbroken lint between our times and the romofcetd; 
past 30 far as numismatics is concerned. 

The coinage of Gujarat was accordingly an adaptation of issues from the 
coinage of the Tughbqa, whose power wa* supreme in Gujaratj and whose coinage 
wae recognised throughout the land before Zaiar Khan declared his iadependeuco 
of the imperial authority and sat on the throne cf Gujarat as the founder of the 
glorious Gujarat sultanftnt with the title of Muaaffar I. Then, during the rule of 
liifi succesaors also, we find a marked and gradual shifting from one type of coin to 
the other in accordance with the circumstances and riecc[& from time to time. 

T, A.^T. ufi at the outset examine the coinage of 

Muzaffar I and see how far it was akin to those of his predeccasors. Uniortunately, 
as no gold or silvei ooius of this ruler arc hitherto known, wc are at a Joss to say 
anything about them. His copper coins leaemble in shape and size the copper 
issues of Mahmud Shah II Tughlaq. Tliey have the name of the gultan on the 
reverse, and his title Shama-ud.duuiya wa-ud din on the obverse. Out of the two 
known c^per ones one has the date A.H. 813 clear enough on the obveme. While 
tho descriptive portion of the coins iu this catalogue was already printed, my friend. 
Pandit E. L, Antani of Udaipur, showed me a coin of this ruler that he recently 
secured. It bears the date 810—the very first year of his reign, 

Ahrfiad 1 {A.H, SI3-Sd6). —Eis gold coins have not been noticed eo far, and in 
s ilver also only five* pedig ree coins aie known, oue of which it in the Prince of

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Wales’s Museum Cabinet (No. 3). Tlicy arc dated A.H. 828, 8.30, 8.35, and 844. and 
weigh from 166 to 173 grains. Tlio legend seems to have been copied from the 
gold and silver coins of Mahmud II Tughlaq. They have on the obverse the 
legend As-sultan al-a’ssam Nasir-ud-duniya wad-din Abul-Fnteli and on the nwerse 
thc legend in s(iuare rends Ahnnul Shall liin Muhaiuinad Shah liin Muznflar Shah 
Kliuld Khiinfatuhii, giving the; iianu^ of Ahmad I, Muhammad I, :ind MimlTar I; 
and the date*, not in nunierals, hut in Arabic chanictem, rums on all the four mai*gin> 
after the fashion of the Dcllii sultans. 

Copper — 

Type No. 1. —Early thick and dumpy coins without mint and date. The eArlier 
copper coins (Nob. 4-20) are similar to those of Muzaffnr I, with some additions 
and alterations. They have thus the name of the Sultan Ahmad on the reverse, 
and the title Nasir-ud-duniya wad-din on the ob\'er8e. Coins numbered 4 to 7 
have the quatrefoil and tlie circle over “he” of Ahmad, while Noe. 8-1.5 have 
only the circle on them; No. 8 has on it the letters As-sultan al-a’zam on 
the obverse in place of the usual epithet Nasir... .Nos. 22 and 23 are thin pieces, 
with some difference in caligraphy; Nos. 28 and 29 have additional letters Abul 
Fateh on the obverse ; Nos. 15 and 21 to 27 are quarter pieces weighing from 35 to 
30 grains. 

Type No. 2. —Thin pieces, Ahmadnagar mint. The remaining coins, Nos. 30-101 
are aU of ; Ahmadnagar mint. Both the varieties have on the obverse the title 
Nasir-ud-duniya wad-din with the date in the lower half, but the second variety has 
the additional words As-sultan al-a*zam towards the top border. There is no dif¬ 
ference in the reverse legend of both the varieties, and they bear the name of the Sultan 
Ahmad Shah in a square, and the name of the mint, Shahr-i-IIu 2 na 3 run, Ahmadnagar, 
running over all the four margins. A large number of coins seems to liave been issued 
from this mint almost every year from A.H. 829 to 84C. Coin dated A.H. 834 is not 
noticed so far; coin No. 74 has a slightly different caligraphy, and Alif of Ahmad is 
omitted perhaps through an oversight; No. 75 is dated A.H. 827, fe., two years 
earlier than the 8Mx;epted date A.H. 829 for the opening of the Ahmadnagar mint. 
Whole pieces vary in weight between 148 and 111 grains; half pieces between 73- 
and-56 grains ; and quarter pieces between 30 and 42 grains. 

MvhamrrMd 11 {A.H. 846-SS5). —The coins of Muhammad H can be divided into 
three main types. 

let Typtt Nos. 102-104. —These coins have the legend As-sultan al-a’zam 
Ohiyasud-duniya wad-din on the obverse, and Abul Muhamid Muhamud Shah 
as-sultan and date on the reverse. The last of these is a half-size coin weighing 60 
grains. 

2nd Type, Nos. 105-117. —It is difficult to trace the origin of the real cause of the 
issue of the rare, beautiful, and extra heavy coins with the legend in the couplet 
foma. Mirat-i-Sihandari mentions that Muhammad’s father, Ahmad, “had a 
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poetical bent of mind, and some of his verses in praise of Saint Sayyid Biirhan>ud-(lin 
axe extant.** It is not unlikely that the son may have inherited this poetical genius 
from his father, and his life of pleasure and luxury might have increased his love 
for poetry. The couplet runs over both side.s of the coin and reads thus : 

Obverse. —Sikka-i-Sultan Ghiyns-ud-din Muhammad Shah bad (here ooinos the 
date). 

Reverse. —Tabadaruzzarb-i-gardun qurs-i-mchcr-o-mah bad. 

The couplet may be translated os follows :— 

May the coin of Sultan Muhammad Shah, the Aid of the Faith, remain 
So long as in the mint of heaven the discs of the sun and the moon remain. 

These couplet coins are broader in size, measuring, on an average, *9 inches 
and heavier in weight weighing from, 195 to 220 grains. 

3rd Tyyc Nos. 118-127. —These coins are more or le.ss of the same type, though 
there is some difference in the arrangement of the legend : 

Obverse. —Ghiyas-ud-duuiya ^vaud-din. 

Reverse. —^Muliammad Shah As*sultan and date. , 

The first four have As-sultan inscribed above and Muhammad Shah below 
while in the rest the order is reversed. 

Ahmad II (A.H. 855-863). —A unique silver pedigree coin similar to those 
issued by Ahmad I is acquired for the British Museum. Unfortunately, the date 
is not quite legible, though some traces can, on minute examination, be seen on 
the coin. The legend on it can be read as follows : 

Obverse. —^As-sultan al-a’zam Qutb-ud-duniya waud-din AbuIMuzaffar—traces 
of date. 

Reverse. —^Ahmod Shah bin Muhammad Shah bin Ahmad Shah bin Muhammad 
Shah bin Muzaffar Shah Khuld Elhilafatabu. 

It weighs 174 grains and is one inch in diameter. 

2nd Type, Nos. 128-143. —The second type is the one commonly met with in 
copper. It has the legend Qutb-ud-duniya wad-din Abul Muzaffar on the obverse, 
and Ahmad Shah As-sultan and date on the reverse. Over and above the three 
ordinary denominations three heavier pieces of 216, 209, and 186 grains, similar to 
the couplet pieces of the previous ruler, are also known. 

3rd Type, Nos. 144-149. —For the first time in Ahmad n*s rule billon coins 
were minted for Gujarat. These have close affinity with similar coins of Alam Shah 
(A.H. 849-855) and Bahlol *Lodi (A.H. 855-894) ruling at Delhi. The reason of his 
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adopting this title is given Ivy Mi . A. in Kittiti&inafic No, XL,

Coins Nos. liiO to 152 am very similar to those of the 3nd, typci nud dider 
from tiiom inaksmticL as tlie avoids AlniUMuKafffir are absent on the obverse. 

Makrmid 1 {A-H. SGS-Oiy )—The only known gold coin of Mahmnd I dated 
A.H. 914, weighing 1S3 G grains and measuring -SSiiich* is in the British Mnneum. 
The legend on the obverse reads: 


Al'wa^siq batoeed-ur-Bahman. 

Nasir-ud-duniya waiid-din Abubfatch, 

On the reverse there is tho name of the SuEtan Mahmud Shah bin Muliammad 
Shah As^suitan in doubio squEuc and the date &14 In the bottom margin. 

Sihx7r — 

A full siae (9-”) pedigree coin weighing 172 grains is in the collection of the 
Bombay Branch of the Eoyal Asiatic Society. The date is not clear, but appears 
tcv be either 8M or 869. Dr. Taylor’s reading of the date as 865 is not eorrect as 
5 in the form of a circle is not to i)e seen on coins of this period. The lower 
portion of the unit fig^ire is lost and the circle that is left seems to be the upper 
partion either of 4 or 9. 


The legend on the obverse reads : 

Al-wa-siq bilk al-minnan Nasir-ad-duniya wa-ud'din Abui-Pateh 
and on the reverse there is the genealogy of Mahmud right np to the founder 
of the dynasty. It reads : Mahmud Shah ibn Muhammad Shah ibu Ahmad Shah 

ibn Muhammad Shah ibn MuzaSor Shah as-sultan. The date is at the lower 
bottom. 


Ordinary Silver Coins ,— 

From the time of this sultan the currency ia raore or less standardized, 
and the same pattern is continued right up to the end, with few minor differ¬ 
ences ill weight, size, and the arrangement of the legend, etc, 

Ma^ud’fl silver coins were issued in large numbers from tho Mustafabad 
(Junagadh) and Muhammadubad (ChampancrJ minta. Some isaues of the latter min* 
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bear the min t name Shahr-i-mukarram, Muhammadabad, while otkens have the 
name Muhammadabad as well os Ghampaner inscribed on them. There ore four 
coins of the Dib mint three of which are dated A.H. 900. 

All these coins have, more or loss, the same legend : Nasir-ud-duiiiya wa-ud-dia 
Abul-Fatch, the date on tho obverse, the name of the sultan in the square, and the 
mint name in the margins on tho reverse. There is a number of minor variations 
in tho position of the date and mint, and the arrangement, etc., of tho legend wliiuh 
arc all detailed in the body of the catalogue, and which need not he narrated hcn» 
over again. 

Mahmud’s copper and billon coins, also of the same typo, were issued in large 
numbers, and about ICO have been exhibited in the Museum cabinet. They are 
all from the same two mints—Mustafabad and Muhammadabad. 

Some interesting peculiarities must be mentioned here. Coin No. 258 has 
on it the additional names of the sultan’s brother, Qutb Shah, and his father 
Muhammad. 

No. 2C9, acquired from Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim’s collection, has on it clearly 
the date A.H. 8C2 as against the date A.H. 8G3 given by all historians as the date 
of the accession of Mahmud. 

No. 303 from Mustafabad, with date 871 (A.D. 1466), clearly proves that coins 
were minted at the end of his first expedition against the Baja of Junagadh. 

Billon coins (Nos. 321-324a) have the dates in Arabic characters running on the 
margins of the reverse in place of the mint. 

The letters fi ” meaning at *' are to be noticed for the first time on coins 
Nos. 342-349. 

Coin No. 408 is the only specimen issued from the Muhammadabad mint. It 
is abnormal, both in design and weight. It is modelled after the silver variety 
(No. 244), and weighs 318 grains. 

The top margin of No. 409 bears the letters Khittah, which is usually associated 
with the mint name Dib. 

On coin No. 410, over the name of the sultan and his father, there is the mint 
name at the top of which the initial letter or letters are not legible, and which can 
therefore be read either as Ahmadabad or Muhammadabad. 

Muzaffar II {AM. 917-932).— 


Gold.— 

Out of five gold coins of Muzaffar II known so far four are in the British Museum 
London, and one is in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. Two of them are dated A.H. 920 
while the remaining three are dated A.H. 924,929, and 932 respectively. The weight 
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varies from 176 to 179 grains, and the size from ’76 to *8 inches. The legend, 
except for slight variations in the arrangement of the words, is the same on all these 
coins, and reads as follows :

Tho name has now been correctly road Fi Burlianpur liy Mr. C. R. Singhal. 

No. 446, which is a boautiful specimen iasued from the Mustafabad mint, has 
on It tho additional phrase KhalduUah Mulkahu to be seen for tho first time on 
the coins of this period. 

Copper .— 

The copper coin No. 470 dated A.H. 918 has also the phrase KhalduUah Mul- 
t^thriml^^*^^'^ therefore that this was adopted by him soon after his occupying 

Rom coins Noe. 490a-492a we gather that copper coins were also issued from 
tho Burhanpur mint. 

Mahmud II {A.H. 932 ).—

well as Salsin (in crude form), and the bottom reads Tusumayt and the date 932 
to 934 in figures as the case may be. 

ShaJi-i-Hind Ti/pe .— 

Dr. Taylor, in his article in Numismatic Supplement No. XXXIII, had, for 
li'ick of any bettor hypothesis, assigned these coins to Babur and Humayun. 
Eight yours after this Professor S. H. Hodivala tackled this problem more 
successfully, and he suggested, in Niuniionalic Supplctnr.nl No. XL, that 
these coins should more appropriately bo n.s.<iigncd to Bahadur Shah of 
Gujarat. This was further strengthened when he discovered the traces 
of the mint Shahr-i-raukrram, Muhummadabad (Champaner), on the 
margins of some of them. 

Tliese coins bear the followng couplet os tlie legend running all over the 
obverse and reverse: 

Harkcra ru-yo riwaji hast bar satho zainin 
Sikka-i-Iqbal-i-Shah-i-Hind darad bar jabin 

This can be translated as.— 

Whoever possesses name and fame on the surface of the earth boars on 
his forehead the stamp of the glory of the sovereign of India. 

They wore issued, it scorns, only for six years from A.H. 935 to 940. Dr. Taylor 
refers to a coin dated 934, but it is not forthcoming. These six or seven years of 
Bahadur wore full of stirring events and prosperity. He successfully attacked in 
succession the Decciin kings, the Ruler of Bidar, the Sultan of Malwa. and the Raja 
of Ujjain and became virtual master of all the southern countries. He had ajapir- 
ation, even for the throne of Delhi. It is not improbable that he designed this special 
type of currency to be introduced in those countries as a mark of his triumph. 
These coins can be separated into two varieties on the strength of the different 
arrangements of the legend, etc. On the first variety the reverse legend is inscribed 
in a square, and the name of the mint runs on the four margins of the coin. In coins 
of the second variety the square is absent, andthe legend is written in lines one over 
the other. The mint name is not to be seen on them at all. Coins of this second 
variety seem to have been issued only during A.H. 938 and 939. 

Mahmud Shah 111 {A.H. 943-962).— 

Gold,— 

Twelve muhars of this sultan are known so far, and they are all of the same type 
weight 185 grains, size ♦ 8', and bear the same legend, viz. * 

Al-wasiq billah al-minnan Nasir-ud-duniya waud-din Abul-Fateh on the obverse 
and Mahmud Shah bin Latif Shah As-sultan and date on the reverse. 

Dates known, so far, are six in number. They are A.H. 946, 947, 949, 950 
956, and 960. 
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Silver .— 

The silver coins also bear, more or less, the sanae legend on the obverse and 
reverse, but they can be gronj>od into five separate lots l)ceause of the dilTeifiice 
in the arrangement of the legend, the position of the date, and such otlier points of 
minor importance. 

In Nos, ()00-(50(> (a) the legend on the obverse Ims to read from the t(»i> 
dowDAvards; (6) the legend on the reverse is enclosed in a doubh^ H(inan> with 
peaked sides ; and (c) the date is over Mahmud. 

In the next lot (Nos. C07*C12) the legend on the obverse runs from the bottom 
upwards; and the date is given at the bottom. 

In the third lot (Nos. 6l3-618a) the legend on the reverse is inscribed in a 
scalloped circle, and the date is over Latif. 

Nos. 619-625 have the reverse legend in a double square with peaked sides. In 
the last lot, Nos. 620-629, the date is over bin; ” and in No. 628 the name Ahmad 
is legible on the bottom margin, which leads luj to infer that these coins might havi' 
been minted at Ahmadabad, 

Copper —. 

Copper coins bear a portion of the same legend, but only a few of them have 
clear mint names on them. Some striking points arc noted below: 

(а) No. 630 has the mint name Muhammadabad, with its epithet clearly 
inscribed in the four margins on the obverse; 

(б) No. 658 dated A.H. 950 has on it the name of the sultan in Devanagari 

characters. Of the four letters the last two, »«., " Moo ” and “ Da, ” 
are quite legible; 

(c) No. 659 has the date A.H. 951 inscribed on both sides, 

(d) Nos. 665a-679 are positively the issues of the Ahmadabad mint, and the 
name of the mint, with its epithet Shahr-i-Mu’azzam can be clearly 
read. 

(c) No. 696a has the word Khittah on the top margin on the reverse which 
is associated with the mint name Dib; 

(/) Nos. 704 and 705 are issues of the Daulatabad-Baroda mint. On the 
former Daulatabad is quite clear, and traces of the first two letters of 
Baroda can also be traced, but with difficulty. On the latter the mint 
name is too fragmentary to be read; and 

(g) On Nos, 708 and 709 one of the Malwa mint marks is given on the obverse. 

Ahmad III {A.H. 961-968).— 

The gold coin of Ahmad m was not known tiU 1925-26 when the Provincial 
Museum, Lucknow, acquired a beautiful half-muhar weighing 91-6 grains^ 
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meaBuring *6 inches, and dated A.H. 962. The legend on the coins of all metnls is 
practically the same ; it is seen in full on the silver coin and in fragmentary condition 
oh the gold and copper coins. The full legend reads :

(a) On No. 732a the word “ bin ” can bo rca<l, but the name of the sultan's 
father, Mahmud, is missing. 

(b) Nos. 780-794 ore issues of the Ahmadabad mint ns can he ascertained 
by fragmentary traces of the name and epithet of the mint. 

Miiza^ar III {A.U. 908-080 and A.H. 991-992). 

Chid.— 

Only two coins dated A.H. 970 and 977 are known. They aro similar to tho 
coins of Muzaffar II, and tho legend is also tho same on the obverse. On the 
reverse the names of the sultan and his father, a.s well os the dates, aro given in a 
double square. 

saver.— 

On the silver coins the legend is tho same os on the gold ones, difEering only in 
arrangement, etc. The following special features may bo noted : 

(а) The reverse legend on coins Nos. 797-798 is in a square, while it is in a 
scalloped circle in coins Nos. 799-803 ; 

(б) On coins Nos. 804-816 the reverse legend is inscribed in a peaked area, 

and the name of the father of the sultan is omitted; and 

(c) Coin No. 817 dated A.H. 991 is interesting inasmuch as it has on the 

obverse the Kalima, as is found on the coins of Akbar. On the reverse 
the date 991 and the mint Ahmadabad can be read over and above the 
usual names of the sultan and his father. 

Copper .— 

On the copper coins also the legend is the same, though in fragmentary form. 
Most of them are of the Ahmadabad mint, as can be gathered from fragments of 
the mint name or its epithet in the margins. 

(а) In coin No. 840 there is a Malwa mint mark on the reverse. 

(б) In coins Nos. 847a-853 we find the couplet, though in a crude form, 

which is noticed on the reverse of the coins of Muhammad H. 

(c) On the reverse of No. 859 the mint name Champaner can be read. 

(d) The obverse side legend on coins Nos. 865 and 889 is the same as is 
found on the coins of Ahmad III.

Dr. Taylor had noticwl only thrw^ Kilvcr isHuox of this luint of Mahmud I, 
but in this collection there aiv twenty-six .silver and f^ve bill<»n coins with dates 
of Mahmud I and two silver (^oins of MuailTar II. out of which one is dnttsl H 92(b 
This shows that the mint w*i.s functioning till H 920. 

In copper the nuinlKU* of coins is fairly large, and they hear dates from H 871 
to 912, with few gaps here and therf;. Coin No. riO.'J dated S7l inailcs the first attack 
against Gimar, though the fort was finally captured in tht^ yi*ar H 877. With the 
exception of this solitary piece which is tinted A 871, the ix'st of the coins boor dates 
after the year H S77.

(b) MuJiammadabad alias Cl^mpnncr o^ 

Epithet: Shahr-i-Mukkarana, the illustrious city. 

(a) Just as the Ahmodnagar mint was meant only for copper issues, this mint 
was active mostly with white metal. Dr. Taylor had about thirteen silver coin 
of this mint, but he had not secured a single copper piece. He therefore believed 
that the coins wore struck there by none except Mahmud I and that too durings 
the period between H 895 and 904 ; and that the whole period during which the 
mint was working does not cover more than twenty-five years. A glance at the- 
Index of Mints will, however, show that the coins were struck at this mint not only 
by Mahmud I, but also by his successors, Muzaffor 11, Bahadur Shah, and Mahmud 
in. The dates found on them are from H 891 to 912, H 921 and 923, H 935 to 
940, and H 944 respectively. Copper coins, though their number is very limited, 
were struck by all the sultans mentioned above, except Muzaffar Et. Copper coin 
No. 410 dated 910 of Mahmud I which bears * on the reverse top margin 

might have probably been issued from this mint. 

(6) The city’s remarkable prosperity can be realised from coins issued from it 
which bear the mint name. The number of these coins is- 
extremely limited, and in this collection there are only five silvers which belong to 
Mahmud I. In the legend on the reverse of copper coin No. 869 dated H 977 of 
Muzaffar HI " Zarb Champaner ” can be read. 

5, Dib : ^1^^ 

All the four coins of this mint—three of silver and one of copper—^have been 
found in Dr. Taylor’s collection. Coin No. 254 is figured in his article as No. 32: 
on plate m, but the mint name seems to have escaped his notice. The date on all 
the three silver coins is A.H. 900, while on the copper one the date is missing.

The mint name on these coins ^vas read by Dr. Taylor as Zarbat 

Khanpur, but, on more careful examination, it appears that it is ji.

Four silver, ajid about the same numbtT of copper, coins issued from the 
Burhanpur mint by MuzafFor II have come to light. It appeni's, tlu^ mint must have 
l>ccn working for a limited time os the dates found on coins nit; frcmi H !n»t) („ 5)23 
and 926. 

It is inexplicable, so far, why only five coins of Mahmud 1 issued from this mint 
in the year A.H. 900 have been obtained, even though Dib was all along in the pos- 
session of the Gujarat sultans ever since Zafar Khan secured it in A.H. S04 till 
the time it was taken over by the Portuguese in A.H. 943 after the death of Bahadur 
Shah. The existence of one copper of Mahmud HI confirms the statement in the 
Imperial Gazetteer, volume XI, page 364, that the after the death of Bahadur Shah 
Mahmud III twice made attempts to recapture Dib from the Portuguese, but 
without success. This coin, however, can make us believe that Mnlimud III ought 
■to have been successful at least once and held Dib for some time wliich enaliled him 
to issue coins in his own name from this mint. 

On two copper coins of Mahmud I and Mahmud III the legend in the top and 
left margins respectively can bo read as Khittah, which is the attribute preceding 
Dib, though the actual name of the mint is missing. 

7. Davlatabad. 

In the margin of a solitary copper coin of Mahmud in Daulatabad can be 
•read, though with some doubt. In Mirat-Ahnadi it is found that Baroda was 
Also called Daulatabad. This dateless piece might have been struck at Baroda by 
■one of the governors of Sultan Mahmud HI. 
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WEIGHTS AND STANDARDS. 

The metrology of the coins issued by the sultans of Gujarat has hitherto l)ecii a 
tough problem to be solved by the numismatists. In spite of a large numlier of 
pecimens being available, the variety of weights, is too copiou-s to yield a decisive 
conclusion in the matter. As early as A.l). 1002 Dr. Taylor contributed a chapter 
on the Avcighta and measures of those coins and suramaiiscd the results of lus 
investigations in two tables showing the various denominationH that could be iwccr- 
tained. Taking a unit of A ratis, or 7-4 grains, he postulated ten donominutioiis in 
silver and ten in copper. ♦According to him, a “ rati ” weighed 1 • 8,> grains, and DC 
‘'uch ratis went for a tola; this made a tola equivalent to 177 • 0 grains. 


In 1908, when Mr. H. N. Wright submitted hia contribution in volume II of 
the Indian Museum Catalogue, he lield that a rati weighed 1-8 grains only, and 100 
such ratis made a tola; this brought a tola to IS^J ^ains. About the denomina¬ 
tions he is silent, and evidently agreed with the decision amved at by Dr. Taylor. 

The latc.st on the subject is a scholarly article from the pen of Professor S. H. 
Hodivala which appeared in volume II (New Scries) of the Journal of tlie Bombay 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society in 192(5. In this article he discussed the matter at 
great length, but could not arrive at any definite conclusions in spite of the very rich 
coUection of coins that he hod in his posseasion. The very copiousness of details, 
he observed, creates confusion and cmbaiTassment, more so because there is the 
absence of any literary evidence on the subject, and because the corns themselves, 
having suffered in weight, due to constant use, cannot give the correct or exact 
weights for guidance. All the same, he added two fresh denominations in the silver, 
and six more in the copper,f issues of this series. As regards the difference of opinion 
in respect of the number of ratis contained in a tola, he thought it hazardous to 
decide, especially when the difference between the two theories of a tola came only 
to 2*4 grains; and it became still less in case of halves and quarters. 

When we examine these theories in the light of the material at our disposal, 
it appears that Dr. Taylor was correct in accepting the 90 rati standard for a tola; and 
it appears that Mr. H. N. Wright also has since revised his theory of 100 ratis (vide 
his joint article in the Numismatic Supplement, No. XXXVIU, “On the Metrology 
of the Early Sultans of Delhi,” published in 1924). As has been pointed out, the 
Gujarat sultans followed closely the style of their contemporaries at Delhi so far as 
the size, type, and general tone of the legends were concerned. There is no wonder ii 
they had the same standard of weight— viz,, that of 90 ratis to a tola as had their 
emteraporaries at Delhi. A survey of the weights of the copper issues of Ahmad I ,

IknotninaftcrnSr 

Dr, Taylor had clasBified the knowni silver and copper coina in tw'cnty (ten iit 
silver and ten in copper} dllTercnt denominatioirL&. rrofessor HodivaJahas, on the 
strength of his own Collection, added two more stibdiviaioa^ in silver and six others in 
copper, making in all 23 denonunationu. These denominations ought to be a certain 
multiple of it common unit which, on a careful exaramatlon ol coins available, was 
ascertained by Dr. Taylor to bo of 7'4grains, or 4 ratia. It does not E?eom feasible 
for so many denominations to have been qui(^ independent of each otlier; and, aa 
a result of careful classifiGation, wc Jiave been able to group them in several series, 
as shown below. Evidently there were tw'o^ three* or more series cuircnt in. ovoiy 
ruJfir'fl time* and they ooni^istod of a full, half, q^uartcr, and eighth of a coin. In 
some cases, cams with half os much again the value and weight of a full coin also 
seem to have been issued :—

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LEGENDS. 

If we go through the mintages of the previous rulers of India, w’e find that it 
was a practice with all those monarchs to strike coins with different types and legends, 
and the sultans of Gujarat were no exception. If we scrutinise the list of legends, 
it can l»o seen that each sultan was striking coins with different types of legends; and 
the coins of Mahmud 1 have about t^renty different varieties of legends. These 
legends narrate the name, the title, the faith of the ruling Sultan, and even the mint 
where the coins were struck. The legend on the gold and silver coins is much more 
elaborately designed than on the copper issues, and the full legend was stamped only 
on coins of the two precious metals, while on coppers the legend was only fragmentary.
